“CHURCH OF GOD” HEAD 
INDICTED AS EMBEZZLER. 


Founder of Strange East Indian Cult and Accepted — 
Leader of Mystic and Religious Sects, Chiefly Women, 

Charged by Wife With Misappropriation of Over One- 
Hundred Thousand Dollars of Her Money. 


OUNDER Of the remarkable East 
F Indian cult known as the “Church 
of God,” and posing as a master 

of strange schools of mysticism, to 
Which it seems jhe succeeded in at- 
taching many prominent women and 
young girls of this and other cities, 
Gorham Tufts, Jr., who occupied a 
fashionable residence in Chester Place 
and a suite of offices in the Story 
building, was arrested on a charge 
of vagrancy yesterday afternoon and 
later indicted by the county grand 
jury on the charge of having embez- 
zled over $100,000 of the large for 
tune of his wife. 
Back of the sensational charges 
preferred against Tufts are other al- 
leged facts of so remarkable a nature 
as to make his case one apparently 
unique. He founded the “Church of 
God” in India, it is said,cto lure away 
the followers of Buddha, and later 
returned to this country as a sort 
of high priest, or yogi, of esoteric 
cults and of Indian and Egyptian 
mysticism. The manner in which his 
doctrines are asserted to have been 
promulgated appears to have made 
him a leadér among women students 


of religion in this city, Long Beach 


and surrounding towns. 

Tufts strenuously denies that he 
has ever misappropriated any ‘fundg 
belonging to his wife. The latter and 
‘her daughter, Mary, caused to be in- 
troduced evidence before the grand 
jury which is asserted to show that 
false representations were employed 
to secure over $100,000 of her for- 
tune. The money, which ostensibly 
.went into religious philanthroptes 
and business enterprises, the deputy 
prosecutor declares, was squandered 
by TuftS in ministering to. his fol- 
lowers in the “Church of God” and 
other sects established by the rev- 
erend leader. 

SECRET INVESTIGATION. 


The county ' grand jury has been 


|| considering the case for the past three 


days. The investigation pursued by 
‘Horton was a thorough one and em- 
braced an examination into the way 
that Tufts spent his money, where 
he banked and in what schemes he 
was involved since his marriage about 
@ year ago. Servants, who were able 
to tell about some of the alleged 
heathen rites of Tufts and‘ his fol- 
lowers; bankers, detectives, Mrs. 
Tufts, Miss Mary Roe, her oldest 
daughter, and Mrs, Baker, an attend- 
ant, were among the grand-jury 
witnesses, 
Great secrecy was maintained, lest 
the man under suspicion take alarm 
and flee from thé country. With 
plenty of money At his command, and 
‘a long acquaintance with the cus- 
toms and manners of the Orient, it 
‘was feared that he might get over 
to China and from there make his 
way to India, where he professes to 
have followers who would die for 
him. 
The arrest was made In advance of 
the return of the indictment. De- 
tective Browne finally 
man at a matinee performance and 
was able to get a seat near him.

In the meantime the grand jury 
had decided that the evidence war- 
ranted an embezzlement charge sand 
Deputy Horton hurried to his office 
to dictate the proper true bill. This 
was returned to the grand-jury room, 
signed and presented before Judge 
Hutton. 

The indictment was received and, 
upon motion of Deputy Horton, bond 
was fixed at $20,000. The defendant 
may be arraigned this morning before 
Judge Hutton and the case will then 
in all probability be assigned to one 
of the two criminal departments. 

As far as possible the family is 
trying to avoid publicity, though the 
mother and her daughter found it 
necessary to prosecute the husband 
and stepfather. They showed much 
emotion when taken before the grand 
jury and begged the photographers to 
refrain from taking flashlight pictures 
of them. Finally, to escape the gaze 
of the curious, Mrs. Tufts, her daugh- 
ter and Mrs. Baker, the attendant, 
took refuge in one of the stenog- 
rapher’s rooms. 

WIDE SCOPE. 

According to evidence tn the hands 
of the District Attorney, Tufts and 
his associates realized large sums of 
money from women in Illinois, Cal- 
ifornia and other States. The’ au- 
thorities say that Tufts is a peculiar 
mixture of high finance, religion, oc- 
cultism and romance.
